In Re: Road Matters, Jerry Kee, Assistant Residency Administrator
Mr. Kee addressed the Board of Supervisors and reported on the following:

Hwy 58 — Mr. Kee stated that the pavement on the bypass was getting rough. He
stated that a small stimulus package would be used to repave Route 58 by the bypass.
Mr. Kee stated that it would be advertised this month and completed within the next 90 to
120 days.

Primary Mowing — Mr. Kee stated that the second phase of the primary mowing
was finished and Route 58 was sprayed with a chemical to see if it would make any
difference with the weeding west of [-95.

Route 604 — Mr. Kee stated that he had spoken with Supervisor Ferguson
concerning this project and would move towards the next step.

Mr. Whittington asked Mr. Kee if he was familiar with the Tiger Funding through
stimulus money going toward localities for transportation improvements. Mr. Kee stated
no, but he would try and get more information. Mr. Whittington stated that he would
have Mr. Pope, Planning Director, to contact him.

Love’s Truck Plaza. Mr. Kee stated that he would have someone look at the area.
